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M.D., met yesterday in No. 9 Ely my 
Dublin, and unanimous! adopted the recom.

with the Peamount Sanatorium, similar to 
that which has been in existence for the 
past thirty years in Pepworth. Under this 
scheme tuterculosis patients are first treated 
in the hospital attached to the settlement, 
and as soon as they have recovered their 
health sufficiently they are offered an oppor- 
tunity oí engaging in their own particular 
trade or calling. If they have not learnt 
g trade, they are taught one. 
enabled to earn sufficient to keep themselves 
in comfort and enable them to have their 
families around them. 
_. THE FORM OF MEMORIAL. 

Sir Conway Dwyer, M.D. Chairman of 
Peamount Sanatorium Committee of Manage. 
ment, who presided, explained the purpose 
of the meeting. He ait that he was very 
glad to see present such a large and repre. 
sentative gathering. While discussing what 
form the memorial should take many pro- 
jo were considered, and they decided that 
the best form Would be to establish an exten- 
sio Of the Pepworth system in Peamount 
Sanatorium. (Hear, hear.) That system was 
one of the most valuable additions yet made 
tor the prevention ‘of tuberculosis. Its 
essence was to guard against the possibility 
of a relapse after the apparent or so-called 
cures brought about by  sanatoria treat. 
ment. It aimed at establishing patients who 
were symptomatically well, and enabled them 
to carry on work in the settlement and have 
their families about them. This system had 
met with signal success. i 


THE NEED FOR THE PEPWORTH 
SYSTEM. 

They in Ireland had very good results from 
the treatment of tuberculosis, but there was 
always this tendency to relapse, and the ex: 
tesion of the Pepworth system would méet 
a very great want. 

Referring to the fight against consumption 
in Ireland, the Chairman said that he did not 
think they fully appreciated the great work 
done by Lady Aberdeen. It was, he thought, 
impossible for them to over-estimate her valu- 
able services. and they in Ireland were 
under a deep debt of gratitude to her. As 
they were aware, the late Sir William 
Thompson was, since the commencement of 
the campaign, in the closest association with 
Lady Aberdeen. He was Chairman of the 
Peamount Sanatorium, and he had very much 
at heart the establishing of a similar scheme 
to that which existed in Pepworth at Pea- 
mount. He therefore appealed to them to 
enable a worthy memorial, which would be a 
lasting one to be raised to the memory of 
the late Sir William Thompson, who had 
taken a very big part in fighting tuber- 
culosis in Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

A veiv interesting account of a visit to the 
Pepworth settlement, and details of the work- 
ing of the system, was given by Mr. I. I 


Duffy, Secretary to the Distributive 
Workers’ Union. 
Concluding, he said that if the public 


authorities realised the dividend that would 
be derived from a public health point of 
view, there would be no difficulty in getting 
sufficient money for such a project.

FAMILY OF THREE 
FOUND DEAD. 


FATHER’S STRANGE ACT. 

Eárly yesterday morning three members of 
a family named Pitts, residing at Royal 
terrace, Willington place, Northampton, were 
found dead, all with wounds in the head. 

It is supposed that the father, Ernest 
Pitts, a butcher, aged 42, first killed his 
wife, Mary Kate Pitts, and their little son, 
Ernest Martyn Pitts, with a humane killer, 
and then shot himself. 

The family had been out motoring with 
relatives cn Sunday, and on returning home 
all appeared to be in excellent spirits. 

BOY'S DISCOVERY.

He 
went to the house where the Pitts lived 
Opposite the shop to get the key, and was 
unable to gain admittance. 

Sturgess informed Mr. Pitts’ brother-in- 
law, Mr. Kilbey, who lived close by, of the 
state of affairs, and then entered the Pitts 
house through a window. In the front bed. 
room he found the body of Mrs, Pitts in 
her bed with her head wounded. He sum- 
moned Mr. Kilbey to his help, and tliey then 
found the body of the boy in a bed in an 
other room, and the father lying dead on the 
floor, his humane killer by his side. 

No reason has been advanced for the oc- 
currence. Mr. Pitts’ business was in a 
Hourishing condition. He is have 
shown signs of depression lately, and com- 
plained of pains in his head.

into the explosion at Milfraen Colliery on 
July 10th, when nine lives were lost, was 
Opened at Blaenavon yesterday. Captain 
Carey, Chief Inspector of Mines, South Wales 
and Forest of Dean, was the appointed t.cm- 
missioner to conduct the Board of Trade 
inquiry. Mr. Tom Richards, Secretary of the 
South Wales Miners’ Federation, and Mr. 
Herbert Smith, President of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain, were present. 

Mr. Hedley Phillips, the . comnany’s 
surveyor, put in a plan of the workings, 
which showed that a coat was found with a 
cigarette in the pocket and one in a tin. 

Mr. Maurice Hughes, Mines Inspector, read 
a report of the test of fifteen lamps recovered. 
All excepting one showed a good test. The 
faulty lamp was badly damaged, so that it 
could not be closed. All the other lamps were 
registered at the lamp-room. but there was no 
record of the faulty lamp's being taken out 
after the explosion. 

CALLING FOR HELP. 

Arthur Ernest Holder, who has been em- 
ployed at the colliery since 1914, said that he 
was knocked down by the explosion, and his 
singlet was burned off his Lek. He felt 
faint, and lost his lamp. He heard a man 
calling for help, but the calls became weak, 
and then stopped. Another voice exclaimed : 
“Oh, God! we can’t get out.” When he got 
past the trams he found another man or the 
ground and dragged him up the slope, away 
from the gases. Although in a state of 
collapse, he went on to the engine-house. 

Holder added that tines haa been pit- 
head meetings of the men with regard to 
the ventilation. He had had occasion, about 
three months ago, to tell an examiner that 
he would report him unless he made periodi- 
cal examinations. Similarly, he had had occa- 
sion, about five months ago, to say the same 
thing to another official Since then these 
men had done their work satisfactorily. In 
his capacity as men’s representative he, him- 
self, had made an examination of the col- 
liery eight days before the explosion, and 
found ‘‘all good,’’ and he reported the ven- 
tilation to be satisfactory. He had never 
applied for an oil lamp to test for gas. 

Arthur Jones, a colliery lamp man, said 

that the lamp stated to be faulty was issued 
on the day previous to the disaster, and was 
not returned. It was in good condition 
when issued. ; 
Reginald Gwillam said that, although they 
could hear the men inside moaning and 
groaning, they had to retire for fresh air. 
As they tried again the gas was so thick 
that it obscured the light, and they had to 
feel their way. A smoke helmet proved also 
ineffective. 

A workman named Cornwall said that ! 
there was an extensive fall of roof in the 
main air route, 

Answering Mr. Prosser, he admitted that 
when the explosion occurred beyond the 
fall he felt a gush of air. 

This, contended Mr. Frosser, proved that 
the fall did not completely block the air. 
way, and that it would allow a normal cir- 
cult of air. 

William Thomas Southcott stated thai 
only once in six months did he see Hobbs, 
a fireman, examine for gas. 

At this stage, owing to murmuring and 
laughter in the Court, the Coroner said that 
if the public were not silent thé inquiry 
would be held in camera. 


QUESTION OF VENTILATION. 


John Edmunds stated that he had 
plained a month before the 
colliery and miners’ officials of bad ventila- 
tion, He stated that no safety lamp was 
ever: handed out in addition to the electric 
saiety lamps. 

Mr. Herbert Smith—Thus you cannot carry 
out the Mines Act and test for gas, because 
you have not the material?—That is right, 
sir, 

Mr. Smith explained that he believed: that 
an oll lamp should be provided for gas- 
lesling purposes to every group of workers. 

Herbert George Maddeley, Assistant In- 
spector of Mines, said that the defective lamp 
had been issued to a man working in another 
part of the colliery. He thought that it 
belonged to a rescuer, who had put it on one 
side in the explosion area. 

Edwin Hobbs, a fireman, said that it was 
absolutely untrue that he had never tested 
the places for gas. He had always tested 
all the places with his oil safety lamp. © He 
described as a falsehood Southcott’s state- 
ment that he left his oil lamp behind when 
he went to inspect the workings. 

A protest was made against Mr. Smith's 
mode of cross-examining, and he replied— 
“I will conduct the cross-examination in my 
own way; but, he was overruled by the 
Coroner.

While I must support the breeding of the 
hunter, and I can do nothing else but en- 
courage the produce of horses in this direc- 
tion, I cannot for a moment agree with 
Captain Daly in his discouragement to the 
small farmer who 1s ambitious enough to give 
his -best endeavours towards producing a 
thoroughbred worthy of the soil. History 
has prover that it is possible: many a poor 
farmer bred the winner of classic races not 
alone in Ireland and England, but in America 
and in Kurope. the farmer is perfectly 
aware he is taking a risk (in every sphere of 
business this is done) in trying to obtain a 
thoroughbred which, in the characteristic 
Irish way, he could be proud of. He is doing 
his very best, and without enthusiasm of this 
kind Jrish bloodstock would not stand in 
that famous position which it holds to-day. 

I am, indeed, sorry that Captain Daly 
should endeavour to discourage the Irish 
farmer in trying to produce _ bloodstock 
which would, perhaps, be a credit to the

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

SIR —A large quantity of barley grown in 
the Free State will not be required for 
either brewing or distilling, and, in con 
sequence, there is a grave danger that, un 
less a paying market be found for the sur- 
plus, barley growing may seriously decline 
in this country. This would entail serious 
hardship to farmers whose land is suited to 
the growth only of this cereal, with 
sequent economic loss, which it 
afford, to the country. 

There is no need why either should hap- 
pen. Barley is one of the best foodstuffs 
available. It is at least equal to maize for 
fattening, and produces a finer quality pro- 
duct. lf we, wholly or partly, substitute 
barley meal for maize meal in our feeding 
rations we can easily absorb all the surplus 
barley. We thereby give encouragement to 
home production, keep money in the country 
that is now going abroad, and, in «addition, 
produce goods of a higher quality to help 
us, not only to retain our hold on the 
markets, but to capture additional trade. 

The Irish Farmers’ Union is particularly 
anxious to help in bringing home growers 
and buyers in touch with a view to getting 
something practical done. A conference is 
being called, to which representatives from 
Barley Growers’ Associations, on the one 
hand, and, on the other, representatives 
from County Associations of the Union, and 
from. co-operative stores which retail feed- 
ing stuffs. 

At this conference it onght be possible 
to fix a price for barley, taking the price of 
maize as a standard, which will be equit- 
able to both parties, and also to make the 
necessary arrangements for the transfer from 
grower to fealer. 

The railway companies are anxious to 
further the good work by giving special 
rates. It is to be hoped that the conference 
will get the measure of support to which 
its objects entitle it.—Yours, et

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FREE STATE OMNIBUSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Feeling that the ability “ to see our- 
selves as others see us" is an uncommon 
one, we make bold to mention a certain 
situation in Ireland which we have noticed 
during a motor trip. The omnibuses are 
not planned with regard to the width of the 
road; but this, although inconvenient, would 
not become a grave danger if it were not 
for the fact of their very bad driving. We 
have ridden in a "bus which went a good 
fifty miles per hour, in contradiction to the 
twelve miles per hour painted on its side. 
It never reduced speed for any cross road, 
although none of the corners was the kind 
which offers any degree of visibility. 

When the position was reversed and we 
were also on the road, several times we 
have narrowly escaped serious accidents’ from 
‘buses turning sharp curves at high speed ona 
road which was not wide enough for a ‘bus 
and another automobile. 

Although it is unfortunate that the ‘buses 
cannot be of a size which. does not endanger 
traffic, it is more than unfortunate that they 
should be permitted to drive as they do. 
That a vehicle with as great a momentum as 
these *buses should drive furiously over rar- 
row roads, and even race other cars on the 


road, as has been our experience, is 
supremely dangerous. We, as American 
tourists, should like, in the réle of the 


‘‘others,’’ to cal] to the attention of the

BRAY WINDOW CLEANER’S FALL. 

While cleaning the windows of a hotel on 
the Bray Esplanade last evening. Thomas 
Kelly, of Connollv’s square, Bray,: fell a 
distance of about forty feet. He sustained 
severe head injuries. and in addition one of 
his legs and one’ of his arms were broken. 
He was treated by Dr. Raverty on the spot, 
and was subsequently removed to the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin. 
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Verdicts of '““aceidental death ” were re 
turued at the inguests in the City Hall, 
Belfast, yesterday on the bodies of the two 
victims of the Royal Automobile 'Lounst 
Trophy race last Saturday. They were F. 
Clark, the O.M. driver, and John Kelly (17). 
mechanic, and member of a break-down gang. 

Mr. M. C. Morris said that be had know» 
the deceased man, Frat.k Clark, for the past 
two years. He was married, and employed as a 
motor salesman. He was an experienced 
driver, and held the International Certificate. 
He was a very careful driver. A Press re- 
port that the car had a leakage of petrol was 
not correct. The car called at the pits only 
once during the race, when it was filled with 
petrol; oil and water, and no idjustments 
were made to his knowledge. 

John Kelly, 19 Distillery street, the father 
of the boy, John Kelly, gave avidence ot 
identification. 

THE ACCIDENT, 

District Inspector Anderson, Lurgan, who 
was on duty at Ballystockhart, said that he 
observed motor car No. 49, O.M., skid imme- 
diately after crossing over  Ballystockhart 
Bridge. lt appeared to strike the low thorn 
hedge on the left-hand side of the road, then 
skid across to the right-hand side, mount the 
footpath, strike a bigh thorn hedge, knocking 
down several bushes. The car then rebounded 
on to the footpath, and partly turned over 
on its left side. 

A breakdown gang of about six men, wie 
were dressed in white, and stationed close to 
the bridge, rushed to give assistance, Neither 
driver nor mechanic appeared at that time to 
be injured. Mr. W. J. Chambers, chief flag 
marshal, also ran to their assistance, whic 
the police kept the spectators off the road. 
The flag marshals on the bridge and at the 
bend (Comber side) signalled all approaching 
ears of the aceident. 

THE SECOND MISHAP. 

The breakdown gang had just got the 
motor-car on the footpath and were in a 
stooping position, pulling out lever and jack, 
when a Triumph car, No. 6, came over the 
bridge, travelling at the usual rate of speed, 
swerved to the right, mounted the footpath 
a couple of yards behind, crashed into them, 
and pinned at least four or five between the 
ears. A young man who was in the centre 
appeared to be killed instantly, dropping 
back on top of car No. 6 apparently lifeless 

No ambulance was available, and after a 
temporary dressing the more seriously injured 
man was sent by Lancia car to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Belfast, while the others 


were being attended to. An ambulance 
afterwards arrived and conveyed the next 
most seriously injured to hospital, while 


another, with a broken leg, also was sent in 
a Lancia car. 

The road was fairly dry at the time, but 
in a slippery condition. It is approximately 
214ft. wide at this place, with a footpath 6it. 
wide and a kerb-stone 6ins. high. 

FLAG MARSHAL’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. William J. Chambers, Donegall Pass, 
Belfast, said that he was chief flag marshal 
of the race. There were three flaemen on the 
road, and from the first crash until the second 
witness saw them signal continually. Witness 
attributed the accident to a skid on the road. 

In reply to Mr. Black, witness said that he 
told Clark after the crash that his car was 
not fit to proceed in the race. In spite of 
this Clark left the footpath where they were 
standing and commenced to work at the car. 
Witness started to go to a "phone box to re- 
port the accident when he heard a further 
crash. He went back and saw the two cars 
involved, About six minutes elapsed between 
the accidents, and some of the cars passing in 
the meantime slowed down but others did not 
He was satisfied that the sicnallers had done 
their duty. 

THE FLAGS. 

Mr. Arthur Black, K.C. (for Mr. Max Cectl 
Morris, Manager of, the R.A.G., Ltd., by 
whom. Mark Clark was employed as salesman), 
inquired if witness could make any suggestion 
for use on future occasions in the event of a 
similar mishap. 

Mr. Chambers said that he thought there 
should be a red flag giving the warning to 
proceed with caution and not a blue one. 

In reply to Mr. P. 8S. M‘Grath (for the 
driver of the Triumph car, R. W. D. Grindley), 
witness said that the signallers: had no flag 
meaning *‘ stop.”’ 

In reply to Mr. Ross (for the R,A.C.), witness 
said that the race was an international one, 
and the flags had been fixed by an inter- 
national sporting body and were known to the 
drivers of all nations. 

Questioned by the Coroner, witness said 
some of the drivers had obeyed the signal 
but others ignored it. There was power to 
report a car for ignoring a signal, and the 
driver was liable to suspension. 

Dr. Frazer said that Clark had the lower 
part of his right leg shattered and his left 
ler was also injured. In a healthy person the 
injury was not sufficient to cause death, but 
if a man were at the end of a tired day it 
would. In this instance the injury was fatal, 
especially as the strain on the man was very 
great. Kelly had both his legs fractured. 

SKIDDED. 

Mr. M‘Grath said that Mr. Grindlay had 
driven with great caution and care through- 
out the race, and skidded on the same spot 
in rounding the corner. He could not per- 
ceive the flag of the flagman at that pont, 
and the accident, so far as he was concerned, 
was unavoidable. What had occurred was a 
matter of great concern to him, and he (Mr. 
M'‘Grath), on his behalf, extended his sincere 
sympathy to the bereaved. relatives and 
expressed sorrow for the tragic happening. 

Mr. Ross expressed the sympathy of the 
R.A.C., and said that steps were being taken 
to provide for the relatives of the victims 
and also the injured. 

The Coroner said that it was a clean run 
race, and unfortunately the mishap was due 
to a skid. He suggested that every step 
should be taken to provide for the victims, 
and said that if every spectator at the race— 
and there were 500,000 of them—gave a 
penny £2,000 would be raised. He thought 
that should be done, and it would be a great 
help. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict of ‘‘ Acci- 
dental death ’’ in each case. 


CONDITION OF THE INJURED. 


Samuel Melhuish, the mechanic on the Lea- 
Francis car driven by G. Hendy, who re- 
ceived serious injuries when the car skidded 
and overturned near Comber during the race, 
was still in a critical condition in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital yesterday. Every effort 15 
being made by the medical staff to save his 
life, but it is recognised that it will he an 
up-hill fight. He has serious internal in- 
juries, and an opération was performed on 
Sunday. Hendy, who was thrown at the 
same time, was not seriously injured. 

The other men who were injured when the 
Triumph car skidded and dashed into the 
break-down gang that was removing the O.M. 
ear are getting on as well as can be ex- 
pected, and there is no change in their con- 
dition.

carrying out, and, along with Clark and Kite, 
were working at the O.M. car when the 
Triumph, driven by R. W, G. Grindley, ap- 
proached and, skidding across the road, 
crashed into the party.

EXPLOSION. 


QUESTIONS OF LAMPS AND 
VENTILATION. 


EVIDENCE AT INQUIRY.

The joint inquest and Government inquiry 
into the explosion at Milfraen Colliery on 
July 10th, when nine lives were lost, was 
Opened at Blaenavon yesterday. Captain 
Carey, Chief Inspector of Mines, South Wales 
and Forest of Dean, was the appointed Com- 
missioner to conduct the Board of Trade 
inquiry. Mr. Tom Richards, Secretary of the 
South Wales Miners’ Federation, and Mr. 
Herbert Smith, President of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain, were present. 

Mr. Hedley Phillips, the company s 
surveyor, put in a plan of the workings, 
which showed that a coat was found with a 
cigarette in the pocket and one in a tin. 

Mr. Maurice Hughes, Mines Inspector, read 
a report of the test of fifteen lamps recovered. 
All except'ng one showed a good test. The 
faulty lamp was badly damaged, so that it 
could not be closed. All the other lamps were 
registered at the lamp-room. but there was no 
record of the faulty lamp’s being taken out 
after the explosion. 

CALLING FOR HELP. 

Arthur Ernest Holder, who has been em- 
ployed at the colliery since 1914, said that he 
was knocked down by the explosion, and his 
singlet was burned off his meg He felt 
faint, and lost his lamp. He heard a man 
calling for help, but the calls became weak, 
and then stopped. Another voice exclaimed : 
' Oh, God! we can't get out.” When he got 
past the trams he found another man or the 
= and dragged him up the slope, away 
rom the gases. Although in a state of 
collapse, he went on to the engine-house.

1. consider that, 
taking the very deep interest which I do in 
bloodstock, it 1s only fair that a reply should 
be given to his communication, cannot 
claim, of course, that directly I have given 
any assistance to Mr. Bohane “ in putting 
the bloodstock sales at Ballsbridge on a 

roper footing’’; but I have, as is well 
ais, assisted indirectly in making our 
world-famous Horse Show the success which 
it has attained. Primarily the success of the 
Show 1s due to the able directorship of Mr. 
Bohane. Everybody, I think, will agree that 
‘that goes without saying. ' 

Now, every irishman is fond of a horse 
instinctively, but I must disagree with 
Captain Daly when he states that, in his 
opinion, “a great many of them (breeders) 
are losing money trying to breed horses that 
are. incapable of winning races” This 
illogical remark speaks for itself. 

While I must support the breeding of the 
hunter, and I can do nothing else but en- 
courage the produce of horses in this direc- 
tion, [I cannot for a moment agree with 
Captain Daly in his discouragement to the 
small farmer who is ambitious enough to give 
his best endeavours towards producing a 
thoroughbred worthy of the soil. History 
has prover that it is possible: many a poor 
farmer bred the winner of classic races not 
alone in Ireland and England, but in America 
and in Europe. the farmer is perfectly 
aware he is taking a risk (in every sphere of 
business this is Kone) in trying to obtain a 
thoroughbred which, in the characteristic 
Irish way, he could be proud of. He is doing 
his very best, and without enthusiasm of this 
kind Jrish bloodstock would not stand in 
that famous position which it holds to-day. 

I am, indeed, sorry that Captain Daly 
should endeavour to discourage the Irish 
farmer in trying to produce _ bloodstock 
which would, perhaps, be a credit to the

Sirn,—A large quantity of barley grown in 
the Free State will not be required for 
either brewing or distilling, and, in con 
sequence, there is a grave danger that, un 
less a paying market be found for the sur- 
plus, barley growing may seriously decline 
in this country. This would entail serious 
hardship to farmers whose land is suited to 
the growth only of this cereal, with con- 
sequent economic loss, which it can ill 
afford, to the country. 

There is no need why either should hap- 
pen. — Barley is one of the best foodstuffs 
available. It is at least equal to maize for 
fattening, and produces a finer quality pro- 
duct. |f we, wholly or partly, substitute 
barley meal for maize meal in our feeding 
rations we can easily absorb all the surplus 
barley. We thereby give encouragement to 
home production, keep money in the country 
that is now going abroad, and, in addition, 
produce goods of a higher quality to help 
us, not only to retain our hold on the 
markets, but to capture additional trade. 

The Irish Farmers’ Union is particularly 
anxious to help in bringing home growers 
and buyers in touch with a view to getting 
something practical done. A conference is 
being called, to which representatives from 
Barley Growers’ Associations, on the one 
hand, and, on the other, representatives 
from County Associations of the Union, and 
from co-operative stores which retail feed- 
ing stuffs. 

At this conference it ought be possible 
to fix a price for barley, taking the price of 
maize as a standard, which will be equit- 
able to both parties, and also to make the 
necessary arrangements for the transfer from

FREE STATE OMNIBUSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Feeling that the ability ‘‘ to see our- 
selves as others see us' is an uncommon 
one, we make bold to mention a certain 
situation in Ireland which we have noticed 
during a motor trip. The omnibuses are 
not planned with regard to the width of the 
road; but this, although inconvenient, would 
not become a grave danger if it were not 
fur the fact of their very bad driving. We 
have ridden in a 'bus which went a good 
fifty miles per hour, in contradiction to the 
twelve miles per hour painted on its side. 
It, never reduced speed for any cross road, 
although none of the corners was the kind 
which offers any degree of visibility. 

When the position was reversed and we 
were also on the road, several times we 
have narrowly escaped serious accidents’ from 
‘buses turning sharp curves at high speed ona 
road which was not wide enough for a ’bus 
and another automobile. 

Although it is unfortunate that the "buses 
cannot be of a size which does not endanger 
traffic, it is more than unfortunate that they 
should be permitted to drive as they do. 
That. a vehicle with as great a momentum as 
these ’buses should drive furiously over rar- 
row roads, and even race other cars on the 
road, as has been our experience, is 
supremely dangerous. We, as American 
tourists, should like, in the ré/e of the 
‘‘others,’’ to call to the attention of the 
Irish Free State an unnecessary evil, which, 
we are convinced, will be its policy to

HOW THE ACCIDENTS 
OCCURRED, 


EVIDENCE AT INQUESTS 
IN BELFAST, 


ee of 


Verdicts of ‘accidental death’’ were re 
turned at the. inquests in the City Hali, 
Belfast, yesterday on the bodies of the two 
victims of the Royal Automobile ‘ourst 
Trophy race last Saturday. They were F. 
Clark, the O.M. driver, and John Kelly (17). 
mechanic, and member of a break-down gang. 

Mr. M. C. Morris said that be had known 
the deceased man, Frar.k Clark, for the past 
two years. He was married, and employed as a 
motor salesman. He was an experienced 
driver, and held the International Certificate. 
He was a very careful driver. A Press re- 
port that the car had a leakage of petrol was 
not correct. The car called at the pits only 
once during the race, when it was filled with 
petrol; oil and water, and no «djustments 
were made to his khowledge. 

John Kelly, 19 Distillery street, the father 
of the boy, John Kelly, gave avidence ot 
identification. 

THE ACCIDENT. 

District Inspector Anderson, Lurgan, who 
was on duty at Ballystockhart, satd that he 
observed motor car No. 49, O.M., skid imme- 
diately after crossing over ‘Ballystockha:t 
Bridge. It appeared to strike the low thorn 
hedge on the left-hand side of the road, then 
skid across to the right-hand side, mount the 
footpath, strike a high thorn hedge, knocking 
down several bushes. The car then rebounded 
on to the footpath, and partly turned ove: 
un its left side. 

A breakdown gang of about six men, wie 
were dressed in white, and stationed close to 
the bridge, rushed to give assistance, Neither 
driver nor mechanic appeared at that time to 
he injured. Mr. W. J. Chambers, chief flag 
marshal, also, ran to their assistance, whiic 
the police kept the spectators off the road. 
‘he flag marshals on the bridge and at the 
bend (Comber side) signalled all approaching 
cars of the aceident, 

THE SECOND MISHAP. 

The breakdown gang had just got the 
motor-car on the footpath and were in a 
stooping position, pulling out lever and jack, 
when a Triumph car, No. 6, came over the 
bridge, travelling at the usual rate of speed, 
swerved to the right, mounted the footpath 
a couple of yards behind, crashed into them, 
and pinned at least four or five between the 
cars. A young man who was in the centre 
appeared to be killed instantly, dropping 
back on top of car No. 6 apparently lifeless 

No ambulance was available, and after a 
temporary dressing the more seriously injured 
man was sent by Lancia car to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Belfast, while the others 
were being attended to. An ambulance 
afterwards arrived and conveyed the next 
most seriously injured to hospital, while 
another, with a broken leg, also was sent in 
a Lancia car. 

The road was fairly dry at the time, but 
in a slippery condition. It is approximately 
214ft. wide at this place, with a footpath 6ft. 
wide and a kerb-stone 6ins. high. 

FLAG MARSHAL’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. William J. Chambers, Donegall Pass, 
Belfast, said that he .was chief flag marshal 
of the race. There were three flagmen on the 
road, and from the first crash until the second 
witness saw them signal continually. Witness 
attributed the accident to a skid on the road. 

In reply to Mr. Black, witness said that he 
told Clark after the crash that his car was 
not. fit to proceed in the race. In spite of 
this Clark left the footpath where they were 
standing and commenced to work at the car. 
Witness started to go to a ’phone box to re- 
port the accident when he heard a further 
crash. He went back and saw the two cars 
involved. About six minutes elapsed between 
the accidents, and some of the cars passing in 
the meantime slowed down but others did not 
He was satisfied that the sicnallers had done 
their duty. 

THE FLAGS. 

Mr. Arthur Black, K.C. (for Mr. Max Ceci! 
Morris, Manager of. the R.A.G., Litd., by 
whom Mark Clark was employed as salesman), 
inquired if witness could make any suggestion 
for use on future occasions in the event of a 
similar mishap. 

Mr. Chambers said that he thought there 
should be a red flag giving the warning to 
proceed with caution and not a blue one. 

In reply to Mr. P. 8S. M‘Grath (for the 
driver of the Triumph car, R. W. D. Grindley), 
witness said that the signallers had no flag 
meaning ''stop. 

In reply to Mr. Ross (for the R,A.C.), witness 
said that the race was an international one, 
and the flags had been fixed by an inter- 
national sporting body and were known to the 
drivers of all nations. 

Questioned by the Coroner, witness said 
some of the drivers had obeyed the signal 
but others ignored it. There was power to 
report a car for ignoring a signal, and the 
driver was liable to suspension. 

Dr. Frazer said that Clark had the lower 
part of his right leg shattered and his left 
ler was also injured. In a healthy person the 
injury was not sufficient to cause death, but 
if a man were at the end of a tired day it 
would. In this instance the injury was fatal, 
especially as the strain on the man was very 
great. Kelly had both his legs fractured. 

SKIDDED, 

Mr. M‘Grath said that Mr. Grindlay had 
driven with great caution and care through- 
out the race, and skidded on the same spot 
in rounding the corner. He could not per- 
ceive the flag of the flagman at that pornt, 
and the accident, so far as he was concerned, 
was unavoidable. What had occurred was a 
matter of great concern to him, and he (Mr. 
M'Grath), on his behalf, extended his sincere 
sympathy to the bereaved relatives and 
expressed sorrow for the tragic happening. 

Mr. Ross expressed the sympathy of the 
R.A.C., and said that steps were being taken 
to provide for the relatives of the victims 
and also the injured. 

The Coroner said that it was a clean run 
race, and unfortunately the mishap was due 
to a skid. He suggested that every step 
should be taken to provide for the victims, 
and said that if every spectator at the race— 
and there were 500,000 of them—gave a 
penny £2,000 would be raised. He thought 
that should be done, and it would be a great 
help. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict of “ Acci- 
dental death ”' in each case. 


CONDITION OF THE INJURED. 


Samuel Melhuish, the mechanic on the Lea- 
Francis car driven by G. Hendy, who re- 
ceived serious injuries when the car skidded 
and overturned near Comber during the race, 
was still in a critical condition in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital yesterday. Every effort 18 
being made by the medical staff to save his 
life, but it is recognised that it will he an 
up-hiJl fight. He has serious internal in- 
juries, and an opération was performed on 
Sunday. Hendy, who was thrown at the 
same time, was not seriously injured. 

The other men who were injured when the 
Triumph car skidded and dashed into the 
break-down gang that was removing the O.M. 
ear are getting on as well as can be ex- 
pected, and there is no change in their con- 
dition. 

The deceased, John Kelly, with other mem- 
bers of the break-down gang, including the 
injured men, Herbert Adams, W. Fairley and 
F. Kernohan, employés of Messrs. Agnew 
and Graham, Ltd., Oxford street, Belfast, 
where the O.M. cars were tuned, had the day 
off, and volunteered for the work they were 
carrying out, and, along with Clark and Kite, 
were working at the O.M. car when the 
Triumph, driven by R. W, G. Grindley, ap- 
proached and, skidding across the road, 
crashed into the party. 


BELFAST DROWNING MYSTERY. 


The body of an elderly man was found 
floating in the Lagan at Sydenham. A 
ranger in Victoria Park noticed the body 
floating in the water and had it brought to 
the bank and taken to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. The body, which is at present 
unidentified, is that of a man of sixty years 
of age. He had in his possession £10 in 
money, a watch and chain, and a copy of a 
newspaper of yesterday’s date. 
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Hugh Gallacher, the Scottish international 
and Newcastle United footballer, and Robert 
Anderson, barman, were charged at New- 
castle yesterday with fighting in Half Moon 
lane. A constable said that he found the men

The Tramways Strike. 


The: Dublin tramways strike has been 
in progress now for five days, and no 
effort yet has been. made to bring it to 
an end. Each party to the dispute 
announces that it has nothing to offer. 
The directors seem to be waiting for the 
men, ahd ‘the men for the directors, to 
make the first move towards a settlement, 
and the stoppage is settling down into the 
customary, and utterly futile, process of 
attrition. Both sides are losing heavily, 
and their losses will increase as the strike 
continues, The company is sacrificing 
revenue ; the men are losing their wages, 
and, no matter which side “wins” the 
strike, both will be considerably worse off 
at. the end than they were at the 
beginning. In the meanwhile the citizens 
of Dublin and the townships are suffering 
serious inconvenience ; but they are bear- 
ing their ordeal with good humour and 
fortitude. . Motor omnibuses are helping 
to fill the gap that has been caused by the 
disappearence of the tramcars; private 
owners oí motor vehicles are facilitating 
pedestrians to the best of their ability, 
and, ii the strike lasts much longer, the 
public will begin to become accustomed to 
the absence of tramcars from the streets. 
Can nothing be done to end the impasse / 
We already have invited the Government 
to convene a meeting in order to discuss 
a possible settlement; but no move has 
been made. Some two thousand highly 
respectable men are out of work. The 
whole tramway system of Dublin has been 
paralysed, and yet the authorities seem 
to be content to allow the dispute to work 
itself out to a conclusion of misery and 
bitterness. Since the strike began we 


ing constructive suggestions for a settle- 
ment. Most people seem to believe that 
the men and the company have almost 
equally sound, cases, The men’s wages 
already have been reduced to a figure 
below which much further reduction would 
be uniair. The company, haying been 
compelled to pass its isiterim dividend, 
vbviously cannot afford to maintain its 
tormer’ rate of expenditure. In the cir- 
cumstances, there’ is a general measure 
of agreement among disinterested persons 
that, if the Dublin tramway services are 
io. be continued, some element of external 
assistance must. be invoked. 

“Some thirty years ago the Dublin United 
Tramways Company, in return: fora virtual 
monopoly of traffic in the streets of Dublin 
and its suburbs, shouldered a burden of 
£15,000 per annum in the shape of way- 
leaves. In addition to “this sum the 
company also must pay £23,000 yearly in 
rates and £46,000 for thé maintenance of 
street eurfaces. ‘The virtual monopoly of 
thirty. years: ago disappeared with the 
advent oí the motor omnibus, but the 


Tramways Company should disappear to- 
morrow, as our correspondent, “A Student 
of Transport,” points out to-day, all this 
money, amounting to £84,000 per annum, 
‘would need to be found.by the Dublin 
ratepayers ; and, therefore, the suggestion 
made by “Scrutator’’ on Saturday that 
the payment: of way-leaves ought to be 
remitted seems to have much in its favour. 
An alternative suggestion is that the 
Tramways Company should be relieved of 
all three ‘special _payments—way-leaves,

the whole responsibility for maintenance 
charges, etc., would be thrown. At present 


i the Tramways Company pays about £400 


per vehicle in special charges; under the 
proposed scheme it would pay £300 per 
vehicle to the Road Fund, thus saving on 
its actual expenditure about £24,000 per 
annum, This sum would be more than 
sufficient to enable the eompany to “carry 
on” without demanding fresh sacrifices 
from its men. One of these plans proposes, 
in effect, that the cost of way-leaves, etc., 
shall be borne by the ratepayers of Dublin 
and the townships; the other proposes 
that it shall be borne by the general tax- 
payer via the Road Fund. We are com- 
mitted in detail to neither scheme; but 
we are convinced that an ultimate settle- 
ment must be made on some such basis. 
Fat more than the immediate dispute is 
at stake. The whole problem of Free State 
transport is involved, and the opportunity 
presents itself now for a general stock- 
taking. Surely, therefore, the Government 
ought to take the initiative. A matter of 
such vital importance cannot be left to 
the blind. and cruel adjudication of the 
strike.

Speaking at Malvern..on Saturday Mr. 
Bernard Shaw said that he was “ sincerely. 
and genuinely humble in the presence of 
Sir Edward Elgar.’’” “I recognise’ a 
greater art than my.own,” said Mr. 
Shaw, and by these words he acknow- 
ledged an eternal truth. To-day Shaw 
and Elgar represent, perhaps, the apogee 
of their respective crafts, and we are dis- 
posed to wonder what Shakespeare or 
Homer might have said of a contemporary 
Beethoven. Indeed, we ought not to 
doubt, for the métter of genius is to 
acknowledge genius in another; and 
music, which alone among the arts 
expresses that which cannot be said in 
any ofher way, ever must have pride of 
place. In a world of modern materialism 
tired humanity demands an antidote, and 
in the written word and music obtains the 
balm that makes life tolerable. Accord- 
ing to individual taste, this or that 
writer or composer is. preferred, De 
gusttbus non disputandum, but among 
famous names there are two whose posi- 
tion never has been assailed. Homer. 
and Beethoven stand ‘alone; and the 
latter, using the Esperanto of melody, 
must hold the premier place. In the concert 
halls of Europe or the saloons of the 
wilder new world the notes of the master 


make a common appeal. The blind 
bard of ancient Greece, within’ the limits 
of language, speaks to all those who can 
read his lines; but, like Mr. Shaw, he 
would not refuse the prize to Beethoven. 
Not even Odysseus’s blessing to Nausicaa 
has the universal speech of the ninth 
symphony, and, first of all men, Homer 
would ‘recognise, in his own words, that 
“mortals have many languages, the 
immortals one.”’ 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


THE SHOWBOAT ' AT THE 
METROPOLE CINEMA. 


The Metropoie Cinema has now been fitted 
with the apparatus for the production of 
“talking” films, and judging by the big 
queues which lined up for yesterday's after- 
noon and evening performances the enter- 
prise of the management of this popular 
cinema is appreciated, Certainly as a first 
production under the new scheme. of things 
there could not have been a more attractive 
offering than ‘‘The Showboat,’ which has 
already proved such a great success in 
London and elsewhere. 

The presentation of the film has been 
eagerly awaited in Dublin, and those who 
were present at the opening performance will 
say it has been worth waiting for. . If fault 
there is, it is that there is possibly just a 
little too much of it. The production 
embraces singing, talking and silent film, and 
is based on the novel of the same name, The 
story has ben beautifully _ treated. 
Fortunately the talking films became popular- 
ised before Carl Laemmle finished his filming 
of “The Showboat,” and to suit the new 
taste he arranged with Florenz Ziegficld, of 
Ziegfield Follies, to combine the stage produc- 
tion as far as possible with. the picture. 
The result is a blend of the most popular 
numbers in the musical comedy and of the 
features of the novel. 

There is a delightful: prologue, in which 
are heard with extraordinary realism. the 
songs as sung by the original singers on the 
stage—‘‘ Come on Folks,’ with an infectious 
spirit, by Aunt Jemima and the Plantation 
Singers; “‘Can’t Help Loving’ That Man," 
sung by Helen Morgan in delightful style. 
and, most acceptable of all, the singing of 
‘‘Ole Man River,” by Jules Bledsoe. The 
artist bas a glorious resonant voice, and ‘is 
accompanied in the choruses by a party of 
male singers, whose voices blend exquisitely. 
This is one of the big things of the pro- 
duction. 

The story of the struggle of Magnolia, the 
actress daughter of a Mississippi showboat 
captain, is utilised to bring before the audi- 
ence all the romance of the closing days of 
the last century, when the floating theatre or 
show boats were so popular in America. The 
piece is played with a fine human touch, and 
the reprodnetion of the custumes and man- 
ners of these days create much amusement. 
Many of the earlier jazz numbers, as well as 
old airs and negro spiritua)s, such as “ Deep 
River,” are also introduced, in addition to 
such well-known American airs as ** Dixie.’’ 

The produetion suceeeds admirably in re- 
capturing the atmosphere of the past years, 
and the change of fashions and customs 
through each period is admirably portraved. 

Laura La Plante, in the chief part of 
“Magnolia,’’ plays with talent a part that 
calls for varied emotional] acting. — Joseph 
Schildkraut is a fine actor, and carries con- 
viction in all his work as the gambling 
husband. Otis Harlan gets a real old 
time touch into the part of the Captain of 
the Showboat. and Alma Rubens is splendid 
as the hard, shrewish, unbending mother. 

“The Showboat’” is a first-rate produe 
tion, well up to all that has been said in its 
praise. 


THE LEAGUE OF OPERA. 


DUBLIN’S ““ RECORD ” 
RESPONSE. 

August is a bad month for committee meet- 
ings, but in spite of this there was an enthv- 
siastic gathering of the Dublin Committee of 
the League of Opera at the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. 

In the absence of Mr. Summerfield, Mr. 
Montgomery took the chair. The report of 
the Hon. Secretary, Miss M. Andrews, and 
the Hon. Treasurer, Mr. P. J. Duffy, were 
indicative uf the enthusiastic support which is 
heing accorded the scheme in Dublin. It is 
but six weeks since Sir Thomas Beecham 
addressed an overflow meeting in the Mansion 
House, a crowded Rotary luncheon, and a 
large party at the Vicereyal Lodge, and yet 
nearly 700 members have enrolled.

AN APPRECIATION. 


The death of Mr. George R. Webb leaves 
a lurge blank in the life of Trinity College. 
Educated, like many prominent Dublin 
citizens, under Mr. Benson at Rathmines 
School, he entered T.C.D., where iis mathe- 
matical gifts were soon recognised, particu- 
larly by the late Dr. Burnside. ut, lke 
other mathematicians of proved ability, he 
had to face severe competition for Fellow- 
ship, and the years of reading had probably 
a permanent effect upon his health. _ 

Kensible of this, he was determined to 
smooth the path for his successors, and, with 
one or two colleagues, drafted the present 
scheme of election to Fellowship, being him- 
self responsible for its financial side, which 
secured to the newly-appointed Fellow a de- 
tinite minimum income. During later years he 
discharged with great efficiency the duties 
of Junior Bursar, including the somewhat 
unpleasant task of enforcing College pay- 
ments, if necessary with the aid of fines. As 
Registrar. of Chambers he effected the 
modernisation of the students’ rooms by the 
introduction of gas and electricity. 

Mr. Webb was an excellent mathematician. 
He collaborated with the late Mr. R. A. P. 
Rogers in bringing out a revised and supple- 
mented edition of Salmon’s Solid Geometry. 
His honour examination papers were models 
of their kind, and some of the problems pro- 
posed by him ranked almost as pieces of 
original research. He was an admirable 
lecturer both to pass and honour classes. 
Logical himself, he was intolerant of loose 
thinking in others, and this led him occasion- 


ally to undervalue the answers of students. 


He took a keen interest im the recently 
formed Mathematical Society, to which he 
made several interesting communications. 

For philosophical speculation he had little 
taste, devoting a relentlessly penetrating 
intellect to. the elucidation of concrete rather 
than abstract problems. But his outstanding 
characteristic was love of truth, and he lived 
a life void of pretence. He was always 
fascinated by practical questions of ethics. 
and there were few for whom the word 
duty held a deeper significance. He com- 
manded to an unusual degree the confidence 
of bis colleagues, and was one of the elected 
representatives of the Junior Fellows on the 
Board. In debate he was heard with the 
closest attention, as he seldom failed to grasp 
the point at issue, and had a singular gift 
of clear exposition. 

Among his recreations were golf and lawn 
tennis, at which he played a severe singles 
game. and he was a well-known member of the 
Fitzwilliam and Donnybrook Clubs. He was 
also fond of motoring, and enjoyed a country 
life at the house of his father-in-law, the 
late Dean Ovenden. at Kilmiacanogue, and 
Jater in his own residence at Howth. He 
was the husband of Dr. Ella Webb, with 
whom he shared an interest in many forms 
of medical and philanthropic work, such as: 
that of the St. John Ambulance Brigade. and 
to whom, together with his daughter and son 
(a scholar at Charterhouse School), the deepest 


sympathy will be extended.

Mr. Harold Clay, National Secretary of 
the Passenger Service, Group of the Amal- 
gamated ‘Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, said: 

“We are quite prepared to consider 
proposals of this character with the 
company and responsible authorities. We 
fee! that proposals along these lines would 
provide not only for an immediate, but a 
permanent, settlement of the traflic ques- 
tion in Dublin. We have already pointed 
out that the solution of the difficulties 
with which the company say they are 
confronted ought to be found in other 
ways than by imposing a reduction in 
and we consider that this would be 
a way of dealing effectively with the 
problem,” 

Continuing, Mr. Clay, who has been sent 
over from England to help the Dublin 
tramwaymen’s cause, said that the view 
which his union took was that way-leaves 
were “obsolete and out of date.” They 
were instituted at a time when conditions 
were altogether different from those of to- 
day. They were a relic of the old horse- 
car days. 

When trams had a monopoly of the road, 
observed Mr, Clay, there might have been 
a case for the payment of way-leaves; but 
conditions now had changed, and the trams 
no longer had a monopoly.. In addition 
to the payment of way-leaves, tramway 
companies had to provide for the main- 
tenance and upkeep of the roadway in 
between the tramway track and eighteen 
inches on either side. Therefore, they had 
to keep in good repair a considerable 
portion of the road surface which was used 
by their competitors. 


AN INQUIRY WANTED. 

“The view of the union,” Mr. Clay 
went on, “is that there ought to be an 
inquiry into the whole position with a 
view to bringing the matter up to date— 
that is to say, there ought to be legisla- 
tiow-to suit modern conditions. 

“This is a problem that is not peculiar 
to Dublin, but has had to be faced in all 
cities and towns in Great Britain and 
Ireland. The union in this matter has 
realised that it could not take a merely 
negative attitude, and has put forward 
what it has regarded as constructive pro- 
posals. 

‘As far back as 1924, when the Tram- 
wav Tribunal was sitting in England, I, 
as the National Secretary of the union, 
dealt -with the question of tramway 
burdens and saggested that the Govern- 
ment should consider revising legislation 
Which was passed away back in 1870, 
when conditions were altogether different. 
The way-leaves in Dublin, it might be 
mentioned, are really a relic. of 1870 
legislation 

“In that year—1924—a somewhat 
similar position to that obtaining now in 
Dublin operated in London, when there 

strike affecting the passenger 
Bervice. Legislation was enacted and an 
advisory comimittee was appointed whose 
business it was to advise the Minister of 
‘Transport on questions relating to the 
coutrol and regulation of London traffic.”’ 

Mr. Clay added that, when 
fevidence before the Royal Commission of 
Transport in England this year, Mr. John 
Clif, Assistant General Secretary of the 
ainion, again drew attention to the ques- 
tion of tramway burdens, and also to the 
necd for the co-ordination and regulation 
of “bus services. 


PUBLIC CONTROL OF SERVICES.

THE PREVIOUS STRIKE. 


+ 
RIOTOUS SCENES IN THE 
CITY, 

From a CornRESPONDENT. 

The peaceful nature of the present, tram-, 
ways strike in Dublin, recalis, by contrast, 
ihe last tramways strike in the city, which, 
unhappily, led to riotous scenes extending 
over some months. 

The previous strike of the 
employés occurred sixteen years ago. The 
a as ad which was taken from the files of 
the /rish T'imes, gives an outline of the lively 
scenes which occurred at that time. 

The strike began on the morning on which 
the Dublin Horse Show opened. Seventy 
tramears were left derelict in the streets, 
their drivers and conductors abandoning them 
wnere they stood, and marching down to 
Liberty Hali, wearing a Red Hand, the badge 
of their union. 

Members of the clerical and inspecting 
branches of the Tramway Company took the 
place of the men on strike, and early in the 
afternoon were running a service to Balls- 
midge and Dalkey. On the following day 
more trams were running, but they were 
received on the different routes with fusillades 
of stones and broken bottles. Manv of these 
trams were quickly withdrawn, with every 
pane of glass in them shattered. 

A mass meeting announced to take place in 
Sackville street on the Sunday after the out 
break of the strike was proclaimed. The pro 
clamation was publicly burned by the strikers 
in Beresford place ov the previous Friday 
night. James Larkin, the men’s leader, de 
clared that ‘‘ dead or alive ” he would addres: 
the proclaimed meeting. The crowd held up 
their right hands and repeated after him an 
cath to pay no rent if Dublin employers de- 
clared a Jockout against members of the 
Transport Workers’ Union, as they threatened 
to do. 

On Saturday night scenes of riot and hlood. 
shed occurred in different parts of the city. 
In Talbot street volleys of bricks and broken 
bottles were hurled at the police, who nade 
repeated baton charges. No fewer than 400 
eases of injuries arising out of the rioting 
were treated at the city hospitals. 


THE “ BEARDED GENTLEMAN.” 


On Sunday vast crowds asembled in Sack- 
ville street, the place arranged for the pro- 
claimed meeting.The police were keeping a close 
watch for Mr. Larkin, who had disappeared. 
Shortly before the time fixed for the meeting, 
a taxi drove up to the old Imperial Hotel. A 
greybearded old gentleman in frock coat and 
top hat descended, accompanied by a 
“daughter.” A trunk and _ portmanteau 
followed the pair into the hotel, where they 
engaged a room in the name of Donnolly. A 
few minutes later the old gentleman appeared 
on the baleony, and proceeded to harangue 
A storm of 
cheering broke out when his audience dis- 
covered from his first words that he was 
James Larkin himself. He was promptly 
arrested and haled off to College street Police 
Station, with the false beard still glued to his 
face. Repeated baton charges dispersed the 
infuriated throng. Sunday night and the 
Monday were marked by renewed and furious 
rioting. i 

An attempt to tear up the tram lines with 
pickaxes and crowbars near Kevin street 
and Cuffe street occurred on Tuesday. 
The same day a shop was looted in 
Montague street. All this time trams were 
being wrecked, the police were being stoned, 
and innumerable heads broken by vigorously 
wielded truncheons. More, and more R.LC. 
men were drafted into the city. 


A GENERAL STRIKE. 


tramway 


On Wednesday, September 3rd, nearly 400 
prominent nalanete of labour in Dublin 
assembled, and pledged themselves not to 
employ any man who was a member of the 
Irish Transport and Genera] Workers’ Union. 
The tramway dispute was lost sight of in the 
general strike which followed this decision, 
and dragged on for twenty-two weeks. 

Steamship services were suspended, the 
railway men went on strike, as did the farm 
labourers, builders’ labourers, coalmen, and 
many others. In all some 20,000 men were 
involved. . Even billposters and the school 
children went on strike. Riots were of daily 
occurrence. Policemen were thrown into the 
Liffey, a young man was shot in Finglas and 
another kicked to death on Eden quay. 

The funds of the strikers became exhausted, 
and no more strike pay was forthcoming. 
Starvation stalked the working class districts 
of Dublin. The Parliamentary Committee of 
the Trades Umon Council in England 
arranged for a shipload of provisions, to the 
value of £5,000, to be sent to the strikers. 
Huge crowds of starving men, women and 
children assembled on the South Wall to 
await the atrival of this vessel, the ss. Hare. 
They were supplied with food tickets, and 
endiess queues waited for the distribution of 
bread, tea, and so on. Many other foodships

BELIEF IN FUTURE OF 

. AIRSHIPS, 

Tue Time: ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The news of the arrival of the Graf 
Zeppelin over Tokio just a hundred hours 
alter leaving Friedrichshafen has not only 
caused a natural enthusiasm here, but 
has made a deep impression. 

It is felt that, while the quickest trans. 
Atlantic flights offered little advantage 
over the steamer, this flight has justified 
the use of airships on long overland 
routes. The superiority in speed over 
all other means of transport, including. 
at present, the aeroplane, is remarked 
upon. 

The airship has accomplished in a few 
days a journey which it takes weeks to 
accomplish by sea or by rail. This arr 
ship, too, is one which its constructors 
admittedly regard as a transitional craft. 
The experience gained with it is to he 
applied to the construction of the rext 
Zeppelin, which is to be bigger and more 
powerful. 


RESOURCES HUSBANDED. 

It is stated that the airship. when it 
landed still- had reserves of the Blau eas 
fuel for sixty hours and of petrol for 
twenty hours. Dr. Eckener had, tere. 
fore, evidently husbanded his resources to 
the ntmost, and for the greater part of 
the flight apparently relied on three or 
four of his five engines. 

In Germany, where a firm belief in the 
future of airships has been sustained 
through all the setbacks of the last twenty 
years, this month’s flights have given real 
pride. It is even said that it is a pity 
that old Count Zeppelin could not have 
seen the consummation of his work, buat 
that he could have had no better successor 
in it than Dr. Eckener.

The Swiss airmen are wearing lile- 
saving suits, which they believe will prove 
valuable if they are forced down on to 
the sea. The suits cover them com- 
pletely, are waterproof, and can be 
hermetically closed so as to float on the 
water, maintained by supplies of oxygeén, 
which are chemically produced within the 
suit 

ACCIDENT AT STARTING.

‘plane was being loaded. A rocket some- 
how became ignited and went off, burning 
Kaeser's hand. — Fortunately, it was not 
pointed towards the petrol tank, and the 
aeroplane was not damaged. 

The machine is carrying 600 gallons of 
petrol, and is stated to be capable of fly- 
ing for 50 hours at about 96 miles an hor. 

The machine is a French Farman, with 
a Gnome-Rhone Titan 230 h.p. engine.

THE RHINELAND

BRITISH ATTITUDE

THE HAGUE, Monday. 
While the Treasury experts of Great 
Britain and the four, other, principal 
eteditor Powers are still “engaged in 
hammering out figures znd hope to submit 
their report to-morrow, interest was to- 
day concentrated on the political side of 
The Hague Conference in view of the 
hour’s talk which M. Briand had this 
afternoon with Dr. Strgsemann, which was 
at once followed by a conference of the 
British, French, German. and Belgian 
Foreign Ministers, and Dr.. Wirth, the 

German Minister for the occupied area. 


DIVERGENT VIEWS. 

The conference lasted forty minutes, 
and, although great secrecy is being main- 
tained as. to these conversations,. it is 
learned that. the perpetual problem of the 
evacuation of the Rhinejand .and the 
financial questions arising therefrom were 
the theme of discussion. 

Once again it would appear to have been 
found that the French and German stand- 
points on the evacuation problem are still 
widely -divergent. M. Briand, it is 
understood, despite the -deliberations of 
the military experts last week, was still 
unable to give tho German’ Foteign 
Minister any definite date as to when the 
last French soldier will leave the. Rhine- 
land, maintaining that he cannot do so 
until a reparations. settlement is reached. 


BRITAIN SHARES GERMAN VIEW. 

The German standpoint,’as is known, is 
that evacuation should not be made de- 
pendent upon a financial settlement, and 
this is shared by Mr. Henderson; who, it 
is understood, once again made it clear 
that the British Government did, not 
intend to make the evacuation of the 
British troops: from the Rhineland 
solely dependent. upon the outcome of The 
Hague Conference, and that they would 
begin moving at the end of next month. 

It was finally decided to hold a further 
meeting of the four Foreign Ministers on 
Wednesday afternoon, by which time it is 
hoped the juridica] experts will be able to 
submit their report on. the technica] 
aspects of evacuation.

MRS. VICTOR BRUCE’S 
CHANNEL FEAT. 

The Hon. Mrs. Victor Bruce last night 
made the return journey from Dover to 
Calais in a speed boat in 79 minutes 24} 
seconds. She thus broke Mr. Kaye Don’s 
“- record:’’. by ‘fourteen miiiutes. 

Mrs.. Bruce left Dover at 5.28, in 
glorious weather, with a perfectly calm 
sea. She was accompanied by Mr. Sidney 
Leigh, Secretary of the Dover Rowing 
Club, and a representative of the Marine 
Motoring Association, who acted as time- 
keeper. Steering a splendid ‘course, she 
arrived at Calais, and not ‘only. rounded 
the buoy, but went into the harbour, then 
making her dash for Dover, which she 
reached in the official time of 79 minutes 
244 seconds. 

“I enjoyed the trip immensely,’’ 
Mrs. Bruce to a: Press Association re- 
porter. —“ Im the future when I want to 
cross the Channel I shall use my. speed- 
boat, in place of the Channel steamers, 
which are push-carts in comparison.” 

The engine of ‘the boat is of 200 horse 
Power, and is approximately the saime as 
that used by Kaye Don. 

‘Mrs. Bruce added that the experience 
was far pleasanter than when she crossed 
last autumn in an outboard motor. boat.

THE BRITISH MOTOR 
INDUSTRY. 


ITS PROGRESS AND 
HANDICAPS.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
on British cars overseas, says:—To think and 
fo say that all that the British manufacturers 
have to do in order to capture the inviting 
Dominion ‘market is to copy the technical 
designs and commercial salesmanship of the 
United States, is to cast an undeserved slur 
upon the directors of what is in reality one 
of the most enterprising industries in this 
country. To assert that the failure of British 
motor manufacturers to hold ‘their own in 
foreign markets is due to lethargy or want of 
initiative is not a fair cNafge, and does great 
harm to British prestige. In the first seven 


exports, to the world, of motor vehicles and 
parts amounted to £9,200.000” as compared 
with £7,600,000.in the corresponding period of 
last year. To have achieved that amount of 
progress in the face of the handicaps under 
which the industry labours is a definite proof 
that British firms of motor manufacttrers are 
not asleep. To put it on the lowest grounds, 
they are alive to their own interests. They 
are not standing still, and are not lacking in 
imagination, while the quality of their pro- 
ducts is universally admitted to be excelled 
by those of no nation in the world. 

But the handicaps to be overcome in 
facing this competition of the United States— 
handicaps, it must be remembered, by which 
France, Italy, Belgium, and Germany are 
also affected— are distinctly formidable. In 
the first year of the war American manu- 
facturers gained a very long start, by virtue 
of which they were able to establish in 
many parts of the world the predominant 
position in: supply of motor vehicles and 
accessories which~is still theirs, and cannot 
easily be taken from them. ‘They have 
within their own borders a huge protected 
market for standardi.cd products- that are 
as suitable for the conlitions in most foreign 
markets as they are for those in the United 
states. The mass production justified by t!.o 
size of this home market enables them to 
produce in great quantities, and to reduce 
the cost of production to a point which can- 
not at present be reached by those who have 
only at. their command the much smaller 
home market of this country. Further, 
because oí the greater similarity of American 
roads to those of the British Dominions, the 
types of car which they produce for their 
own people are inevitably better suited to 
the requirements of the Dominions than the 
cars built for use in Great Britain. 

Finally, it must not be forgott®n that Bri- 
tish makers, because of the system of British 
ear taxation, have to keep the horse-power of 
their engines as low as possible. Neverthe- 
less, in the teeth of these obstacles to the 
cxpansion of: their overseas trade, British 
makers are making steady, if slow, progress, 
and are gradually getting nearer to the time, 
ii may be hoped, when they will be able to 
place on the overseas market a type of car 
which will be able to bring within their grasp 
a.much larger proportion- of Dominion trade 
than at present they command. Already, 
writes our Motoring Correspondent, some pro- 
gress has followed the setting up in 1927 of 
niachivery for promoting co-operation between 
all sections of manufacturers of motor pro- 
ducts in developing the motor industry at 
liome and abroad.

SEEKING AN AGREEMENT. 

The Times Special Correspondent | “ill 
Hague, telegraphing on August 19th, sás :— 
The Treasury experts of Great Britain and 
the four other principal creditor Powers— 
Italy, France, Belgium and Japan—spent the 
whole of to-day endeavouring to arrive at an 
agreed assessment of the value of the advan- 
tages which the four Powers claim that Great 
Britain enjoys under the Young Plan, and 
the hitherto undistributed surpluses which jn 
their Memorandum they propose shéuld be 
allocated to her in view of her claims for a 
fairer share in the distribution of the German 
annuities. ‘The experts, having held ‘sittings 
in the morning and the afternoon, decided to 
meet again in the evening and try to produce 
a report late to-night, or, at any rate, by 
to-merrow morning. It was to be gathered 
during the day that there was a good pros- 
pect of reaching agreement on a number of 
points, but it was by no means certain 
whether a fully agreed repoit could be 
achieved. 

One of the first. questions to settle was the 
method to be applied in dealing with the 
figures. A divergence of method was respon- 
sible for the difference between the British 
estimate of Great Britain's lose under the 
Young Plan distribution at 48,000,000 marks 
(£2,400,000), and the estimate of if by the 
four Powers at 45,000,000 marks {£2,250,000). 
Another point which clearly required settling 
was why the four Powers in their Memoran- 
dum applied for the 64 per cent. scale, when 
calculating the annuity on the sum of 
100,000,000 marks (£5,000 000) which 
Great Britain receives extra during the 
year 1929-1950, in order - to complete 
the amount required to cover her 
debts payments. The 64 per cent. 
scale makes the annuity look more attractive, 
but it is not clear why it should be applied 
when the 53 r cent. scale is applied 
throughout the Young Plan. By this evening 
it was understood that these questions of 
method had been cleared up, and tne Experts 
had divided themselves up into groups to 
xamine various categories of figures.

Mr. Clifford Bowling, Official Receiver, of 
Leeds, yesterday issued a final statement to 
creditors in a bankruptcy that occurred in 
Leeds forty years ago. At that.time Jobn 
Edward Plummer, who lived at Headingley, 
and was in business at Perseverance Mills, 

8, as a worsted coating manufacturer, 
was adjudged bankrupt, his deficiency being 
£6,423. A dividend of 4s. 4d. in the £ was 


After his ‘bankruptcy Plummer went to 
British Honduras, and built up a consider- 
ablé business in supplying gum to the United 
States. He wished to wipe out his liabilities 
to his creditors in the Leeds bankruptcy, 
and in 1919 he wrote to the Official Keceiver, 
inquiring what sum of money would be re- 
quired to do this. Before anything could be 
done Plummer died, 

In 1921 the (ficial Receiver received a 
cheque for nearly £10,000 from Plummer's 
estate, and from this sum creditors received 
a dividend of 15s. 8d. in the £, plus interest 
at one per cent. This payment, in 192], thus 
made the total dividend to creditors twenty 
shillings in the pound. 

Plummer left estate in England valued at 
about £12,000, ana the (Official) Receiver de- 
cided to pursue the matter in order to obtain 
interest for the creditors at the rate of four 
per cent., which is the alternative under the 

ankruptcy Acts. He instituted proceedings 
against the trustees of the estate in British 

onduras. The High Court there decided 
atainst him, but an appeal to the Privy Coun- 
cil was allowed, with costs, and the Ofticial 
Receiver last year received a cheque for 
£9,000 

The task of adjusting accounts has now 
been completed, and the final statement issued 
yesterday shows that the payment of the 
supplemental dividend of four per cent. over 
the period since the bankruptcy amounts to 
£10,247 7s. 7d. A total of approximately 
£20,000 has been paid and recovered from 
the estate for the benefit of the creditors.

THEWORLD'SSUGAR. 


GREATER PRODUCTION 
AND CONSUMPTION, 


- 


The League oí Nations has now issued the 
report of its Committee of Experts on their 
‘nquiry into the condition of the sugar 
industry. The inquiry shows that the con- 
sumption of sugar has been growing since 
the end of the war at the rate of nearly 4) 
per cent, per annum, while production has 
increased even faster, as compared with a 
yrowth of eonsumption and production for 
several decades before the war of 3 per cent. 
per annum, 

The outstripping of consumption by pro- 
duction is due largely to the violent stimulus 
to sugar production, particularly. of cane 
sugar, that resulted from the high prices ol 
the war and immediate post-war period, A 
concerted policy of production is specially 
difficult since the conditions of production are 
widely different for cane aud beet sugar. .{n 
the opening vears of the 20th century beet 
sugar accounted for more than half, the 
world’s total: in 1913 íor something less than 
half, and to-day for about one-thitd. - The 
continual increase in the consumption of 
sugar since 1912 has been met almost entirel, 
by the planters of cane. In the course of the 
decade following the application of the 
Brussels Convention of 1903 the production of 
cane sugar increased by some 140 per cent., 
and thet of beet sugar by only about . £0 


per cent. 
CANE FAVOURED, 

The war caused a complete revolution of 
the world sugar industry, and decisively 
settled the contest between cane and beet in 
favour of cane. In the present commercial 
vear the production of cane sugar is eight 
million tons greater than 19135-1914, 
while that of beet sugar is about 
half a million tons greate”. The 
simultaneous and uncoordinated expansion 
of the two industries has led to excessive 
output, resulting in a fall in prices and 
partial stagnation of the sugar industry. The 
measures taken by various Governments to 
create, protect, or stimulate sugar industries 
urtificially within their frontiers have merely 
aggravated the crisis. 

VARIOUS PROPOSALS. 

The report examines the various solutions 
discussed, and notes that the following pro- 
posals received a large measure of support 
from the experts consulted :— 

That an international agreement between 
all important producers, or, alternatively, 
between producers in exporting countries, 
should be arranged, with a view to stabilising 
production for a few years. 

2. That an international agreement between 
all exporting countries and those likely to 
have an export surplus in the near future 
should be arranged, with a view to a con- 
certed and rational policy of sale. 

5. That a concerted endeavour should be 
made to augment the sale and use of sugar 
by means m active propaganda, more especi- 
ally in Eastern and tropical countries. 

4. Thet the noss‘bility of jrercasi’e con. 
sumption by loweriug Excise duties without 
reducing receipts from this source of taxa- 
tion should be carefully considered by 
Governments. 

5. That a central bureau for the collection 
and dissemination of information should be 
established.

PRESEDENT HOOVER’S 
STATEMENT.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday, 

Cognizance of the crowding of Federal 
prisons with violators of the Prohibition and 
narcotic laws was taken by President Hoover 
ia announcing approval of a programme for 
the expansion of prison facilities. Prohibition 
and narcotic law violators constitute forty- 
eight per cent. of the prisoners at Atlanta 
and Leavenworth, according to the 
President’s figures. 

The President has given special attention 
to ihe prison situation since the recent out- 
break at Leavenworth, which was attributed 
to over-crowded conditions, He has discussed 
the question in detail with the Attorney- 
General, M1. Mitchell, and with Mr. Sanford 
Bates, Superintendent of . Prisons. 

Kxpenditure of one million pounds for 
additions to existing prisons and a mew prison 
in North-Eastern States is ‘contemplated. 
Legislation authorising an increased number 
of probation officers is also prepared. 

“I have had an opportunity for lengthy 
discussions with the Attorney-General, and | 
have the recommendations of Mr, Bates, who 
is the new Superintendent of Prisons, and I 
have accepted their view that further Federal 
dú Á“ANAE Aró for prisoners cannot be any 
longer delayed,’ said President Hoover. 
We will ask Congress at the regular session 
to give us the necessary authority and appro- 
priations to the system. 

OVERCROWDED PRISONS. 

‘* Atlanta is one hundred and twenty per 
cent, over capacity in inmates at the present 
time, and Leavenworth is eighty-seven per 
cent., all of which is the cause of infinite 
demoralisation, and the direct cause of out- 
breaks and trouble. 

‘Of course, the inereased number of 
prisoners 1s due to the general increase in 
crime, the largest item in our Federal 
prisoners being the violators of the Narcotic 
Act. They comprise now about thirty-three 
per cent. of the inmates at Leavenworth and 
Atlanta. Prohibition contributes about foar- 
teen per‘cent, The balance is made sp of 
increases all along the line. 

“Our plans necessitate an expenditure of 
about one million pounds, and will comprise 
some additions and revisions of cld prisons, 
and probehly a new prison somewhere in the 
North-Eastern States, 

‘It is proporced also to ask authority o! 
Coneress to increase the number cf pr-bation 
officers. as Mr. Bates is convinced that he 
car find a larger number of trisoners who 
merit probation, and not onlv their own 
good, but the good of the Federal Govern. 
ment, will be served by having them out: 
hut we have no staff now adequate to take 
care of increased probation: so with a new 
appropriation we hope to gét some later.”

MAJORITY IN N.S, WALES 


AGAINST A CHANGE, 


SYDNEY, Monday. 
Austrajia has watched with great interest the 
effect of the experimental alterations made this 
season in the laws of cricket in England, and 
fox the New South Wales Cricket Association 
met to discuss the subject, particularly that goverp- 
ing the much ma leg-before-wicket rule, The 
New South Wales Cricket Association on 16th 
July last had before them the proposal of the 
“est” player, Mr, H. H. Massie, 
to alter the lbw. rule in accordance with the 
suggestions of that great siudent of cricket Mr. 
R. W. Lyttelton, who, it will be remembered, 
wanted to alter the law to make ‘he batsman Gut 
if he stopped with his pads a hall which had pitched 
off the line between wicket and wicket, 
Mr, C. Macartney supported Mr. Maseie to the 
extent of advocating a practical test, but the Associa- 
tion o a referendum, The resul; of 
this was the main item of today’s egenda, and 
it was a very interesting report that was pre- 
sented: Of the fifty eminent cricketers in New 
South Wales who were asked for their cpinions, 
twenty were definitely against any atteration being 
made, te included such Illustrious hemes as 
Messrs M. A. Noble, Warren Bards.ey, C H.

CIVIC WEEK. 


COMMISSIONER MURPHY’S 
OUTLINE, 


———-$— 


TO BE PROMINENT. . 


wo 


Mr. William Findlater, M.A., presided at 
esterday’s luncheon meeting of the Dublin 
otary Club, in Clery’s Restaurant, when 
Commissioner Seamus Murphy outlined the 
programme for Oivic Week, and appealed 
for the assistance of Rotarians in making it a 
success, especially in the matter of finance. 
The Civic Week Council, he said, had re- 
ceived £8,000 in guarantees. The publie had 
responded very well, but more guarantees 
were: wanted, so that, in case of a call, it 
would not be heavy on any guarantor. The 
receipts from the tattoo had to be shared by 
three bodies, and the deficit might be any- 
thing from £1,500 to £2,000; but the Council 
were working hard to ensure that there would 
be no deficit and no call on the guarantors. 
The object of Civic Week, dancer rat 
Murphy stated, was to stimulate the interest 
of citizens in their own city. There was 
much in the old City of Dublin and in its 
post that they should be proud of. If Civic 
Week did not result in making the city better 
known as to its past and present history, in 
civic education as to its possibilities and 
potentialities, he would say that it had failed. 
From past experience he would say that 
Civic Week had resr'ted in an improvement 
in civic education, and after some years they 
would ba able to measure that improvenent. 
At the Bolton street Technical Schools during 
last Civic Week they had 25,000 visitors, 
many of whom did not know before that such 
good work was done in woodwork and metal. 
Here was an instance where citizens could 
see they were getting value for their money. 
Civic Week meant that people would give 
more consideration to the work behind the 
various public services, and have a more 
intelligent appreciation of the city services, 
with special reference to general administra- 
tion. How many of them realised the rela- 
tion between an almost dry reservoir at 
Stillorgan and the wasteful water tap’ ‘There 
was also the question of the disposal of 
sewage. As a result of the last Civic Week 
Exhibition citizens became interested in this 


matter. 
THE MUNICIPAL SIDE. 

On this occasion it is intended to give a 
better display on the municipal side than 
ever before. It is intended to have a com- 
plete model of the Dublin Corporation Water- 
works, showing how the water in the Wick- 
low hills is brought to the filter beds, on to 
Stillorgan, and thence to Dublin. 

On this occasion, as in the past, there will 
be a militery tattoo, and a performance will 
be given ©: five nights in the week instead 
of three. {his year the military propose to 
do even latter than last time, and he wished 
to, thank the military for what they are 
doing. 

Another feature of Civic Week would be 
the historical pageant in the Mansion House. 
This will be presented in a very excellent 
manner, and will review the history of Dublin 
back to the distant past. This will take place 
every night from September 9th to September 
15th, with a special matinée for children, 
It would afford a pleasant way of learning 
history. 

They would again have a Photographic 
Salon. On the last occasion the salon at- 
tracted 15,000 visitors. The new Salon would 
include exhibits from all parts of the world, 
and a collection on loan from the Royal 
Photographic Society, London. 

On the economic side the Dublin Industrial 
Development Association was working to 
bring together a big display of Irish manu- 
factures. The Pa. Fhe during the previous 
Civic Week showed that there were many 
things produced in the country of which the 
public were ignorant, and every effort should 
be made to encourage Irish produce. 

The Universities, as before, would throw 
open their doors for Civic Week. In the 
Nationa] University special Jectures would he 
delivered on four days of the week, while 
Trinity College invited visitors to its famous 
library, and intended having demonstrations 
in the various schools. 

MUSICAL EVENTS. 

The musical section was in the capable 
hands of Mr, Arthur Darley, and they would 
have an Irish concert on September 9th, 
amongst the contributors being the famous 
Greystones choir, praised by Sir Richard 
Terry for plain chant. Sir Thomas Beecham 
is coming across to conduct two concerts in 
Dublin during Civic Week, when it is hoped 
he will complete his list of members of the 
league of Opera, so as to enable him to 
bring some of the best musical works to 
Dublin every year. 

Commissioner Murphy went on to say that 
they would have, as before a window-dressing 
competition. He noticed as a result of the 
last competition that many traders were now 
lighting their shop windows at night. and 
thus adding to the brightness of the city and 
their own advantage. 

For art lovers there will be conducted tours 
round the National Art Gallery, with talks 
about the pictures by eminent artists, while a 
similar service will á rendered to visitors in 
the Municipal Art Gallery, Harcourt street. 

In connection with its rare books, the 
National Library will be open to visitors. 

RIVER BALLROOM, 

The railway companies had agreed to give 
every facility to visitors, added Commissioner 
Murphy. The city would be en féte, a novelty 
being introduced by way of a river ballroom. 
This was -not being provided ont of the 
resources of the municipality, but by the 
Civic Week Council, which hoped for the 
same support from the Government as hereto- 
fore in the way of illuminating Government 
buildings. 

Mr. Mason said that the display in the 
Salon of Photography would be much better 
than last time, and that many entries had to 
be refused for want of space. 

A cordial vote of thanks was conveyed to 
the speakers, on the motion of Mr. M. V. 
Rowan, seconded by Mr. Stewart.

FOUND DEAD. 


MALAHIDE . SHOOTING 
AFFAIR.

A Fh opp tragedy took place in the quiet 
seaside village of Malahide, Co. Dublin, 
yesterday at mid-day, resulting in the death 
of Captain John William Francis Tarleton, 
who for some years had resided at Innisfajlen, 
Malahide. 

The discovery was made by his wife, 
who, hearing a shot in the house, rushed 
to his room and found her husband lying 
across the hed, with portion of his skull 
hlown away. Mrs. Tarleton immediately sent 
for the Civic Guards. A shotgun was found 
by Sergeant ng wm and Guard O'Neill tied to

Aecordingly 
he went to his room to dress, and a few 
minutes afterwards a shot was heard by his 
wife Dr. Wright, who is lecum ‘tenens 
for Dr. Graves, was called and pronounced 
life extinct. Death must have been in- 
stantaneous. 

An inquest will he held to-day. 

Captain Tarleton, who owned an estate at 
Killeigh, Tullamore, came to reside at Mala- 
hide’ over five years ago, and had been ‘very 
popular in the village. The deceased 
Officer served in the Boer War and 
in the Great War with the 6th Innis- 
killing Dragoons, and had a splendid’ record 
of service. He had retired at the outbreak of 
the Great War, but rejoined and served with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. His wife, 
whom he met in France during the war, is a 
highly-cultured Frenchwoman. 

Captain Tarleton’s mother is still alive. 
residing at Bath, and has reached the age of 
ninety years. 

Captain Tarleton, who was aged fifty-four 
years, was the son of the late John W. 
Tarleton, of Killeigh Abbey, King’s County. 
His brother, Francis, is a retired Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Black Watch, with a brilliant 
war record, having wen the D.8.0. and other 
honours, and at present. resides at Redlynch
